Some myaterioaa ditoaae has wrought 
gn^eat havoc among the horses of Ken- 
tucky entailing thousands of dollars in 
losses. Garrard eeun^ baa not es- 
caped the scourge and many losses 
have oc cured throughout the county. 
As yet no definite cause or remedy has 
been diaeovered for the disease, and a 
horse once stricken with the malady is 
considered as good as dead. The most 
prevalent theory is that the disease 
arisea from eating rotten or decaying 
corn, of which there is a vast amount 
this winter. However, a great many 
of tiie vetM^narya, among whom 'is Dr. 
Pontius of this city, are not inclined to 
this theory, the latter being inclined to 
thebeHef that the Maeaae ia eaoaed 
from a germ which is to be found, pos- 
sibly in the com, but not necessarily, 
bat nmre patiCBlariy in rmek- haj and 
fodder, the eating of which results in 
an ulceration of the liver, stomach in- 
teatines and freqoebtly the bniB. Dr. 

Purdy of Shelbyville is the only vet- 
erinary who as yet has had the tem- 
erity to come out boldly and advance a 
definite theory as to the origin; he as- 
serts that blackbirds contract the germ 
which is sucked in by moeqaitoat which 
either bite the animal or contaminate 
their food.
